RULES  AND  ORDERS 


COMMON    COUNCIL 


1.  Upon  the  appearance  of  five  members,  the  President,  or  in  his  absence,  a 
President  pro  tern.,  shall  take  the  chair,  and  the  members  shall  be  called  to  order. 

2.  Whenever  the  President  may  wish  to  leave  the  chair,  he  shall  have  power 
to  substitute  a  member  in  his  place,  provided  that  substitution  shall  not  continue 
beyond  the  day  on  which  it  is  made. 

3.  In  case  the  President  shall  not  attend,  the  Clerk  on  the  appearance  of 
five  members,  shall  call  the  Board  to  order,  when  a  President  pro  tern,  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Board  for  that  meeting,  or  until  the  appearance  of  the 
President. 

4.  Immediately  after  the  President  shall  have  taken  the  chair,  the  minutes  of 
the  preceding  meeting  shall  be  read  by  the  Clerk,  to  the  end  that  any  mistake 
therein  may  be  corrected  by  the  Board. 

5.  The  President,  in  all  cases,  has  the  right  of  voting  ;  and  when  the  Board 
shall  be  equally  divided,  including  his  vote,  the  question  shall  be  lost. 

6.  Whenever  it  shall  be  moved  and  carried  that  the  Board  go  into  a  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole,  the  President  shall  leave  the  chair,  and  shall  appoint  a 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  who  shall  report  the  proceedings  of 
the  Committee. 

The  rules  of  the  Board  shall  be  observed  in  the  Committee  of  the  Whole, 
except  the  rules  regulating  a  call  for  the  ayes  and  nays,  and  limiting  the  time  of 
speaking. 

t.  On  motion  in  Committee  to  rise  and  report  the  question,  it  shall  be  decided 
without  debate. 


XIV  RULES  AND   ORDERS. 

8.  Xo  amendment  shall  be  allowed  in  the  Board  on  any  question  which  has 
been  decided  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  unless  by  consent  of  two-thirds  of 
the  members  present. 

9.  The  President  shall  cause  the  Clerk  to  make  a  list  of  the  Ordinances, 
Resolutions  or  Reports  on  the  table,  which  shall  be  considered  "  The  general 
orders  of  the  day." 

THE  ORDER  OF  BUSIXESS, 

which  shall  not  be  departed  from,  except  by  the  consent  of  five  members  voting 
therefor,  shall  be  as  follows  : 

1.  Presentation  of  Petitions. 

2.  Reports  of  Committees. 

3.  Communications  and  Reports  from  the  Departments  or  Corporation 

Officers. 

4.  Motions  or  Resolutions. 

5.  Unfinished  Business. 

6.  Special  Orders  of  the  Day. 
1.     General  Orders  of  the  Day. 

10.  Messages  or  papers  from  the  Mayor  or  other  Board,  may  be  considered 
at  any  time. 

11.  If  the  question  in  debate  contains  several  points,  any  member  may  have 
the  same  divided. 

12.  When  a  question  has  been  once  put  and  decided,  it  shall  be  in  order 
for  any  member  who  voted  in  the  majority,  to  move  for  the  reconsideration 
thereof ;  but  no  motion  for  the  reconsideration  of  any  vote  shall  be  made  after 
the  Ordinance,  Resolution  or  Act  shall  have  gone  out  of  the  possession  of  the 
Board  ;  and  no  motion  of  reconsideration  shall  be  made  more  than  once. 

13.  A  motion  to  refer  or  lay  on  the  table,  until  it  is  decided,  shall  preclude 
all  amendments  on  the  main  question. 

14.  No  Ordinance  or  Resolution  sent  to  this  Board  from  the  other  Board 
for  concurrence,  shall  be  called  up  for  final  passage  on  the  same  day  on  which  it 
has  passed  the  other  Board,  unless  by  a  majority  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present  voting  to  consider  it  finally. 

15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  certify  and  send  to  the  other  Board 
every  Act,  Ordinance  and  Resolution  which  has  originated  in  and  passed  the 
Board  of  Assistant  Aldermen,  and  which  requires  a  concurrent  vote  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  ;  and  the  Clerk  shall  certify  to  the  other  Board  the  pro- 
ceedings of  this  Board  in  reference  to  all  Acts  or  business  originating  with  the 
other  Board. 

IG.  The  President  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum,  and  shall  decide  ques- 
tions of  order,  subject  to  an  ajipeal  to  the  Boaril. 


RULES  AXD    OEDERS.  XV 

It.  Every  member,  previous  to  his  speaking,  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and 
address  himself  to  the  President. 

18.  When  two  or  more  members  shall  rise  at  oucc,  the  President  shall  name 
the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

19.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same  question,  without 
leave  of  the  Board  ;  nor  more  than  once  until  every  member  choosing  to  speak 
shall  have  spoken  ;  nor  more  than  once  upon  the  previous  question. 

20.  No  question  on  a  motion  shall  be  debated  or  put,  unless  the  same  be 
seconded.  When  a  motion  is  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated  by  the  President  be- 
fore debate  ;  and  every  such  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  any  member 
desire  it. 

21.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  President,  it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in 
possession  of  the  Board  ;  but  it  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  before  decision 
or  amendment. 

22.  When  the  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received,  unless  : 

1.  To  amend  it. 

2.  To  commit  it. 

3.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

4.  To  postpone. 

6.     The  previous  question. 
6.     To  adjourn. 

23.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  decided 
without  debate. 

24.  The  previous  question,  until  it  is  decided,  shall  preclude  all  amendments 
and  debate  of  the  main  question,  and  shall  be  in  this  foi'm  :  "  Shall  the  main 
question  be  now  put  ?  " 

25.  Every  member,  who  shall  be  present  when  a  question  is  put,  shall  vote 
for  or  against  the  same,  unless  the  Board  shall  excuse  him,  or  unless  he  be  im- 
mediately interested  in  the  question,  in  which  ca.se  he  shall  not  vote  ;  but  no 
member  shall  be  permitted  to  vote  upon  a  question  when. a  division  is  called, 
unless  present  when  his  name  is  called  in  its  regular  order. 

26.  A  member  called  to  order,  shall  immediately  sit  down,  unless  permitted 
to  explain ;  and  the  Board,  if  appealed  to,  shall  decide  on  the  case,  but  without 
debate.     If  there  be  no  appeal,  the  decision  of  the  chair  shall  be  submitted  to. 

2T.  All  questions  shall  be  put  in  the  order  they  are  moved,  except  in  filling 
up  blanks,  the  longest  time  and  the  largest  sum  shall  be  first  put. 

28.  Upon  a  division  of  the  Board,  the  names  of  those  who  vote  for,  and 
those  who  vote  against  a  question,  shall  be  entered  upon  the  minutes  ;  not  only 
in  the  case  required  by  law,  but  when  any  two  members  shall  require  it,  "  and 
in  all  appropriations  of  public  money,  the  ayes  and  nays  shall  be  called  by  the 
Clerk,  and  recorded."  « 

29.  In  all  divisions  taken  by  the  Board,  on  the  call  of  a  member,  it  shall

also  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  enter  on  the  minutes  the  names  of  the  members 
so  calling  for  a  division. 

30.  An  appointment  of  officers  shall  be  by  ballot,  unless  dispensed  with  by 
the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Board  ;  and  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  pre- 
sent shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  choice. 

31.  jVo  member  shall  absent  himself  without  permission  from  the  President. 

32.  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  Board.  Committees  appointed  to  report  on  any  subject  referred 
to  them  by  the  Board,  shall  report  a  statement  of  facts,  and  also  their  opinion 
thereon,  in  writing  ;  and  no  report  shall  be  received  unless  the  same  be  signed 
by  a  majority  of  the  Committee. 

33.  Whenever  the  doors  are  directed  to  be  closed,  all  persons,  excepting  the 
members  and  the  clerk,  shall  retire. 

34.  Every  petition,  remonstrance,  or  other  written  application,  intended  to 
be  presented  to  the  Common  Council,  is  to  be  delivered  to  the  President,  or  any 
other  member  of  the  Board,  on  any  day,  but  not  later  than  four  o'clock  on  the 
day  on  which  the  Common  Council  convene,  except  on  extraordinary  occasions; 
and  the  President  or  other  member  to  whom  it  shall  be  given,  shall  examine  the 
same,  and  indorse  thereon  the  name  of  the  applicant  and  the  substance  of  such 
application,  and  sign  his  name  thereto  ;  which  indorsement  only  shall  be  read 
by  the  President,  unless  a  member  shall  require  the  reading  of  the  paper,  in 
which  case  the  whole  shall  be  read. 

35.  The  members  of  the  Board  shall  not  leave  their  places  on  adjournment, 
until  the  President  leaves  the  chair. 

36.  The  President  may  call  special  meetings  of  the  Board,  whenever,  in  his 
judgment,  the  interests  of  the  city  may  require  it. 

37.  The  President  shall  be,  cz  officio,  a  member  of  all  committees  ;  but  a' 
majority  of  such  committee,  exclusive  of  the  President,  shall  be  sufficient  to 
agree  upon  a  report.

Charles  Y.  Stuart  and  Charles  H.  Hill  or 
their  assigns,  shall  have  the  privilege  of  building,  at  their 
own  cost,  a  plank  road  along  Mission  street,  Mission  Dolores, 
from  the  center  of  Centre  street,  southwardly,  to  the  present 
limits  of  the  city,  under  the  following  agreements  and  con- 
ditions, to  wit : 

Sec.  2.  Said  Mission  Street  Eoad  shall  be  of  a  width  not 
less  than  twenty  feet,  and  shall  be  constructed  of  three-inch 
plank,  laid  in  a  solid  and  substantial  manner ;  and  when 
the  road  shall  cross  sloughs  or  marshy  ground,  wherein  it 
may  become  necessary  to  construct  bridges  or  causewa3's, 
the  parties  above  designated,  shall  erect,  on  both  sides,  a  sub- 
stantial guard  or  railing ;  and  the  right  to  levy  and  collect 
tolls,  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  is  conferred,  in  consideration 
of  said  bridges  and  causeways  being  so  constructed. 

Sec.  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  Mission  Street  Eoad,  for 
the  purpose  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  estimated  and  fixed 
at  sixty  thousand  dollars.

Sec.  4.  The  said  parties  shall  have  the  right  to  charge 
and  collect  tolls  on  the  said  road,  but  the  tolls  shall  in  no 
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case  exceed  tlie  one-half  of  those  authorized  to  be  collected 
by  the  San  Francisco  and  Mission  Dolores  Plank  Road  Com- 
pany, as  conferred  in  their  charter,  passed  by  ordinance  on 
the  fifteenth  day  of  December,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  fifty,  and  continued  by  ordinance,  approved  March 
seventh,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-three.

That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
ordinance,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons,  to 
erect  within  the  fire  limits,  as  described  in  chapter  fifth,  title 
third,  section  first.  Codified  Ordinances,  any  awnings  or 
piazzas  that  will  extend  oyer  the  sidewalks,  or  into  the  pub- 
lic streets,  in  front  of  any  buildings  fronting  on  any  street, 
lane,  or  alley,  unless  the  same  shall  be  constructed  on  iron 
or  metal  frames,  and  coyered  with  iron,  zinc,  or  tin,  or  other 
metal;  otherwise  the  same  shall  be  declared  a  nuisance, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Fire  Ordinance  of  the  City. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Fire  Warden  of  any 
district  of  the  city,  within  his  district,  to  haye  remoyed,  at 
the  expense  of  the  owners  or  occupants,  all  piazzas  now 
erected,  that  may  be  deemed  unsafe  or  dangerous,  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Board  of  Fire  Wardens,  to  the  security  of  the 
cit}'-  from  fire ;  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  also,  to  serye  a 
written  notice  on  all  owners  or  occupants  of  such  premises, 
to  remoye  the  same  within  four  days. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Fire  Wardens  to  cause 
eyery  stoye-pipe  and  chimney  to  be  carried  up  at  least  four 
feet  aboye  the  extreme  hight  of  the  building  to  which  such 
pipe  or  chimney  is  attached,  if  required  hy  Fire  Warden  ; 
and  should  thej  deem  them  unsafe  to  the  buildings  adjoin- 
ing, they  shall  order  the  same  carried  four  feet  above  the 
extreme  top  of  said  buildings. 

Sec.  4.  If,  in  the  opinion  of  a  majority  of  the  Board  of 
Fire  Wardens,  a  sheet-iron  pipe  is  not  sufficient  for  the 
safety  of  the  building,  they  shall  inform  the  owners  or  occu- 
pants thereof,  and  order  the  same  constructed  of  more  sub- 
stantial material,  or  taken  down.

The  moneys  received  upon  the  issue  of  said 
bonds,  shall  be  appropriated  :  First — To  the  extinguishment 
of  the  floating  debt  of  the  city.  Second — The  sum  of  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars  for  the  erection,  completion  and 
furnishing  of  a  City  Hospital,  and  the  purchase  of  the  real 
estate  necessary  for  its  use.  Third — The  sum  of  one  hun- 
d:'ed  thousand  dollars  for  the  erection,  completion  and  fur- 
nishing School  Houses,  and  the  purchase  of  real  estate  for 
their  use.  Fou.rth — One  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars 
for  the  erection  of  Fire  Engine  Houses,  the  purchase  of  real 
estate  for  the  same,  and  the  purchase  of  fire  engines  and 
other  apparatus  for  the  department.  But  no  part  of  this 
fund  shall  be  applied  to  the  ordinary  support  and  mainte- 
nance of  said  Hospital  or  Schools;  and  no  more  of  said 
bonds  shall  be  issued  than  shall  be  requisite  for  the  purposes 
in  this  section  expressed ;  and  no  part  of  said  fund  shall  be 
applied  to  any  other  purposes  whatever. 

Sec.  8.     The  Mayor  shall  advertise  in public  papers 

published  daily  in  said  city,  for successive  days,   for 

sealed  proposals  for  said  bonds,  none  of  which  shall  be

received  and  paid  out  by  them,  the  sources  and  objects 
thereof,  the  condition  of  the  moneys  and  funds  in  their  hands, 
and  how  the  same  are  invested  and  secured  ;  and  whenever 
it  shall  appear,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Common  Council, 
that  the  funds  so  invested,  with  the  accumulations  thereof, 
will  be  sufficient  to  pay  off  and  satisfy  said  bonds  at  matu- 
rity, no  farther  sums  shall  be  collected  from  taxes  on  account 
of  the  principal  sum  of  said  bonds.

1.  The  sum  of  seventy-five  cents  on  every  one  hundred 
dollars  assessed,  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  of  the 
Funded  Debt ;  and  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  as  a  Sinking 
Fund,  for  the  redemption  of  said  debt. 

2.  The  further  sum  of  twenty-five  cents  on  every  one 
hundred  dollars,  assessed  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Free 
Common  Schools. 

3.  And  the  further  sum  of  one  dollar  on  every  one  hun- 
dred dollars  assessed  for  general  municipal  purposes. 

Making  a  total  of  two  dollars  per  cent,  of  city  taxes 
upon  all  property  upon  the  assessment  books  for  the  current 
fiscal  year. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  City  Tax  Collector  be,  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  and  required,  to  collect,  forthwith,  the  foregoing 
sums,  for  the  purposes  named,  together  with  whatever  arrears 
may  be  due  on  former  assessments. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  books  of  assessments  shall  be  kept  by 
the  City  Tax  Collector  in  his  ofiice,  subject  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  any  person  interested  as  a  tax-payer.

cepting all  the  premises  where  the  established  grade  is  either 
five  feet  above  or  below  the  level  of  the  lot ;  that  the  owner 
or  owners  of  such  premises,  be  allowed  to  construct  a  tem- 
porary privy,  but  in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  be  injarious  to 
the  general  health  of  the  city.  That  where  the  established

Sec.  5.  Section  12.  No  person  shall  throw  into  any 
highway,  thoroughfare,  or  other  public  place,  any  animal  or 
vegetable  substance  whatever,  or  any  straw,  hay,  ashes,  soot, 
glass,  glass  bottles,  crockery-ware,  or  pieces  thereof,  iron, 
nails,  or  any  article  or  substance  whatever. 

Sec.  6.  Section  13.  Every  person  shall  conduct  the  un- 
clean or  waste-water  from  their  premises,  by  a  covered  drain, 
into  the  street  sewer  or  gutters. 

Sec.  7.  Section  14.  The  owner  or  occupant  of  any  hvery 
or  other  stable,  within  this  city,  shall  keep  his  stable  and 
stable  yard  clean,  and  shall  not  permit  more  than  two  cart- 
loads of  manure  to  accumulate,  and  remain  in  or  near  the 
same,  at  any  one  time.

Authorizing  and  Regulating  the  Issue  of  Licenses. 

The  People  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  do  ordain  as  follows  : 

Section  1,     It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  per-  Licenses 
sons  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco  ""'''"^zed.

to  pursue  any  calling,  or  transact  any  business  hereinafter 
mentioned,  until  he,  she,  or  they,  have  taken  out  a  license 
therefore,  and  paid  for  the  same  as  is  hereinafter  provided ; 
and  for  every  violation  of  this  ordinance,  the  party  so  offen- 
ding shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  not  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars,  nor  less  than  ten  dollars,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Recorder ;  one-fourth  of  which  penalty  shall  be  paid 
to  the  informer. 

Sec.  2,  All  licenses  shall  be  paid,  quarterly,  in  advance ; 
and  all  persons  having  taken  out  a  license  under  this  ordi- 
nance, are  required  to  exhibit  the  same  in  some  conspicuous 
part  of  their  place  of  business,  and  to  produce  the  same 
when  applying  to  the  Tax  Collector  for  its  renewal ;  and  in 
case  any  person,  or  persons,  fail  to  take  out  a  license  for  the 
current  quarter,  as  is  hereinafter  provided,  prior  to  the  fif- 
teenth days  of  January,  of  April,  of  July,  and  of  October, 
they  shall  be  subject  to  pay  an  addition  of  ten  per  cent, 
over  and  above  the  amounts  prescribed  herein  for  such 
license. 

Sec.  8.  Every  person,  house  or  firm,  engaged  in  keeping 
a  bar-room  or  public  saloon,  where  wines,  malt  or  spiritous 
liquors  are  sold  by  the  glass,  or  bottle,  to  be  drank  on  the 
premises,  shall  pay,  quarterly,  for  a  license  to  keep  each  of 
the  same,  according  to  their  average  monthly  receipts,  or 
sales,  as  in  the  following  schedule : 

1.  Monthly  receipts  or  sales,  six  thousand  dollars  and  up- 
wards, quarterly  license,  one  hundred  and  seventy-five 
dollars. 

2.  Monthly  receipts  or  sales,  five  thousand  dollars  and 
under  six  thousand  dollars,  quarterly  license,  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars. 

3.  Monthly  receipts  or  sales,  four  thousand  dollars  and 
under  five  thousand  dollars,  quarterly  license,  one  hundred 
and  twentj'-five  dollars. 

4.  Monthly  receipts  or  sales,  three  thousand  dollars  and 
under  four  thousand  dollars,  quarterly  license,  one  hundred 
dollars.

Sec.  13,     Every  person,  house,  or  firm  engaged  in  keep- 
ing a  pistol  or  rifle  shooting  gallery,  shall  pay  for  a  license  - 
to  carry  on  the  same,  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  per  quarter,  in 
addition  to  the  amount  of  the  powder  license.

Sec,  15,  Every  person  engaged  in  the  business  of  hawk- 
ing or  peddling,  or  in  the  itinerant  vending  of  dry-goods, 
jewelry,  or  any  other  wares,  or  commodities,  shall  pay  for  a 
license  to  do  the  same,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  a 
quarter.  All  persons  taking  out  license  under  this  and  the 
preceding  section,  are  required  to  carry  the  same  on  their 
persons,  and  to  produce  them  when  required.  This  section 
shall  not  apply  to  any  person  engaged  in  furnishing  to  cus- 
tomers water,  milk,  newspapers,  or  fruits  and  vegetables 
raised  within  the  corporate  limits. 

Sec.  16.  The  proprietor  or  owner  of  every  public 
market,  where  stalls  are  rented,  and  where  butchers'  meat, 
vegetables  and  other  provisions  are  exposed  for  sale,  shall 
pay  for  a  license  to  carry  on  the  same,  the  sum  of  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars  per  quarter. 

Sec,  17.  Every  person,  house,  or  firm  engaged  in  the 
sale  of  butcher's  meat,  (except  those  in  licensed  public  mar- 
kot,*<),  shall  ]»ay  for  a  liceuso  to  do  the  same,  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  dollars  per  quarter. 
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Sec.  18.  Every  person  engaged  in  the  business  of  selling  The  same, 
butcher's  meat  from  a  wagon,  or  other  vehicle,  shall  pay  for 
a  license  to  do  the  same,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  per 
quarter,  in  addition  to  the  amount  of  their  store  or  market 
license.  All  persons  taking  out  licenses  under  this  section, 
are  required  to  have  their  names  and  residences  conspicu- 
ously painted  on  the  vehicle,  and  to  carry  their  licenses  on 
their  persons,  and  to  produce  the  same  when  required. 

Sec.  19.     The  proprietors,  or  owners  of  every  slaughter  slaughterhouses, 
house  within  the  corporate  limits,  shall  pay  for  a  license  to 
carry  on  the  same,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  per  quar- 
ter ;  and  a  slaughter  house  shall  not  be  located  east  of  the 
line  of  Larkin  street,  or  north  of  the  line  qf  Harrison  street.

dred dollars  per  month. 

Sec.  21.  Every  person  engaged  in  the  business  of  solic-  Agents,  etc. 
iting  passengers  for  steamboats,  passenger-boats,  sailing  ves- 
sels, (except  the  advertised  agents  or  owners),  or  boarders 
for  hotels,  restaurants  and  boarding  houses,  or  soliciting 
persons  to  attend  theaters,  theatrical  shows,  circuses,  exhi- 
bitions, or  following  any  similar  business,  shall  pay  for  a 
license  to  do  the  same,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  per  quarter. 
Every  person  taking  out  a  license  under  this  section,  shall 
carry  such  license  on  his  person,  and  produce  the  same 
when  required  by  the  Collector,  Inspector  or  Policeman. 

Sec.  22.     Every  person,  house,  or  firm  engaged  in  keep-  shipping  offices. 
ing  a  shipping  office,  where  seamen  are  provided  for  the 
owners,  agents,  or  masters  of  steamboats  or  sailing  vessels, 
shall  pay  for  a  license  to  carry  on  the  same,  the  sum  of 
twenty -five  dollars  per  quarter. 

Sec.  23.     Every  person  or  firm  engaged  as  a  pawn-broker,  Pawn-brokers. 
shall  pay  for  a  license  to  do  the  same,  the  sum  of  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars  per  quarter. 

Sec.  24.     The  manager  or  lessee  of  every  theater,  shall  Theaters, 
pay  for  a  license  to  keep  open  the  same,  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars  per  quarter. 

Sec.   25.     The  manager  or  lesseee  of  each  company  of  concerts,  etc. 
concert  singers  or  serenaders,  the  proprietors  of  each  pano- 
rama, menagerie,  circus,  or  other  exhibition,  shall  pay  for  a 
license  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  per  quarter,  or  ten 
dollars  per  day  for  each  concert  or  exhibition. 

Sec.  26.     The  owner  or  owners  of  every  stage  coach,  Coaches,  etc. 
omnibus,  hack,  carriage,  cab,  buggy,  dray,  cart,  car,  wagon, 
or  other  vehicle,  used  within  the  corporate  limits,  (for  the 
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first  and  each  subsequent  quarter),  shall  pay  for  a  heense  to 
use  the  same,  as  in  the  following  schedule : 

For  each  omnibus  or  stage  coach,  drawn  by  two  or  more 
horses,  or  other  animals,  for  first  quarter,  ten  dollars ;  for 
each  subsequent  quarter,  six  dollars. 

For  each  carriage  or  hack,  drawn  by  two  horses,  or  other 
animals,  for  first  quarter,  eight  dollars  ;  for  each  subsequent 
quarter,  five  dollars. 

For  each  carriage,  hack,  cab,  or  buggy,  drawn  by  one 
horse,  or  other  animal,  for  first  quarter,  five  dollars ;  for  each 
subsequent  quarter,  three  dollars. 

For  each  wagon,  dray,  or  cart.,  drawn  by  two  horses,  or 
other  animals,  io{  first  quarter,  five  dollars ;  for  each  subse- 
quent quarter,  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents. 

For  each  wagon,  dray,  or  cart,  drawn  by  one  horse,  or 
other  animal,  for  first  quarter,  three  dollars ;  for  each  subse- 
quent quarter,  two  dollars. 

For  each  dirt  cart  drawn  by  animal  or  other  power,  for 
first  quarter,  three  dollars ;  for  each  subsequent  quarter,  two 
dollars. 

For  each  hand  cart,  for  first  quarter,  one  dollar  and  fifty 
cents  ;  for  each  subsequent  quarter,  one  dollar. 
MisceUaneous.  The  owucrs  or  drivcrs  of  vehicles  must  produce  their  pre- 
vious license,  or  give  satisfactory  proof  of  their  payment, 
otherwise  they  must  be  charged  for  their  licenses  as  for  the 
first  quarter.  All  vehicles  conveying  passengers  or  mer- 
chafidise  for  hire,  shall  place  the  numbers  used  by  the  Tax 
Collector,  upon  the  outside  of  the  square  of  the  after  part 
of  the  shaft,  on  each  side,  or  in  some  more  conspicuous 
place ;  and  if  any  person  shall  drive,  or  permit  any  vehicle 
to  be  driven,  without  being  duly  licensed,  and  having  the 
numbers  affixed  as  herein  directed,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
ten  dollars  for  every  such  oflfense.

shall,  in  addition  to  the  usual  numbers  used  by  the  Tax 
Collector,  be  branded  in  a  conspicuous  place  by  that  officer, 
with  a  corresponding  number.  The  Tax  Collector  shall  be 
allowed,  for  each  set  of  numbers  branded,  the  sum  of  one 
dollar;  and  all  branded  numbers  shall  be  renewed,  annually, 
and  painted  numbers,  quarterly.  It  shall  be  the  joint  duty 
of  the  Street  Commissioner  and  the  Marshal,  Avith  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Mayor,  to  assign  stands,  in  convenient  places 
throughout  the  city,  for  dra}'?,  carriages,  and  other  public 
vehicles ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  driver,  or  owner, 
to  keep  his  vehicle  on  such  stand  (provided  he  bo  disengaged) 
under  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  iur  each  otlcnse. 
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Sec.  27.  In  case  any  person  changes  his  residence,  or  in  The  same, 
case  he  conveys  his  business  to  another,  the  party  so  pur- 
chasing or  removing,  shall  immediately  call  on  the  Tax  Col- 
lector and  have  the  registry  changed ;  and  where  there  is 
no  registry,  or  a  license  has  not  been  paid  for  the  then  cur- 
rent quarter,  he,  or  they,  shall  be  responsible  for  the  same. 
A  neglect  or  refusal  to  comply  with  this  section,  shall  be 
punishable  by  a  fine  double  the  amount  of  such  license  for 
the  current  quarter.  In  case  any  person  shall  have  obtained 
a  license  through  false  representations,  or  otherwise,  at  an 
amount  under  that  which  he  is  legally  bound  to  pay,  the 
Tax  Collector  is  hereby  empowered  to  recover  the  amount 
of  such  deficiency ;  and  where  a  person  has  failed  to  take 
out  a  license  for  any  previous  quarter,  to  recover  the 
same. 

Sec.  28.     When  the  Tax  Collector,  Inspector  of  Licenses,  * 

or  a  Policeman,  shall  have  reason  to  beheve  that  any  person 
or  firm  are  transacting  their  business  without  a  proper  license, 
he  shall  call  upon  the  party,  and  if  he  or  they  cannot,  or 
shall  refuse  to  exhibit  his  license,  he  or  they,  shall  be  fined 
as  provided  in  section  first.  The  Tax  Collector's  office 
shall  be  open,  daily,  from  ten,  A.  M.  to  three,  P.  M. ;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Collector  to  enter  in  a  book  to  be 
kept  at  his  office,  the  names,  places  of  business,  and  callings 
of  all  persons  to  whom  licenses  have  been  issued,  arranged 
alphabetically  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Collector  to 
make  a  report  to  the  Common  Council  at  the  expiration  of 
each  quarter,  showing  the  amount  received  for  licenses,  and 
on  what  account  such  moneys  were  collected ;  to  furnish 
numbers  to  all  vehicles  provided  to  be  numbered  by  this 
ordinance,  quarterly.  And  the  Tax  Collector  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  have  printed,  in  form  of  handbills,  one  thousand 
copies  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  29.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspector  of  Licenses  License 
to  make  out  a  Street  Directory,  arranging  the  houses  in  °*p^*^'^''- 
numerical  order,  with  the  names  and  business  of  such  occu- 
pants, as  may  come  within  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
together  with  the  number  and  amount  of  each  license.  It 
shall  also  be  his  duty  to  visit,  at  least  once  in  each  month, 
every  place  of  business  within  the  corporate  limits,  to  see 
that  each  place  is  duly  licensed,  and  that  no  other  business 
than  that  for  which  such  license  is  obtained  is  carried  on,  and 
cite  delinquents  before  the  Recorder. 

Sec.  30.     Chapter  one,  title  eleven,  of  the  Codified  Ordi-  Repealing  cUnse. 
nances  on  Licenses,  and  all   other  ordinances,  or   sections 
of  ordinances  conflicting  herewith,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3L     This  Ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  take  Takes  effect

Sec.  2.  Any  person  or  persons  found  guilty  of  violating

Section  1.  That  the  owners  of  property  on  Price  street,  p^*"P^°^® 
between  Folsom  street  and  Mission  Creek  be,  and  are  hereby 
authorized,  to  grade,  sewer  and  plank  said  Price  street,  in 
front  of  their  property ;  provided,  said  work  shall  be  done 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Street  Commissioner,  and  with- 
out any  expense  to  the  ciij.

To  Suppress  Houses  of  Ill-Fame   Within  the  City  Limits. 

The  People  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  do  ordain  as  folllows: 

Houses  of  Section  1.     That  no  person,  or  persons,  shall  keep,  or 

cause  to  be  kept,  any  house,  room,  or  place  of  any  kind,  for 
purposes  of  prostitution ;  nor  shall  any  person,  or  persons, 
allow,  conduct,  or  carry  on,  any  ball,  dance,  fandango,  or 
other  assemblage,  in  any  house,  room,  or  place  of  any  kind, 
for  the  purpose  of  assembling  together  persons  of  ill-fame ; 
under  the  penalties  provided  by  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  That  no  owner,  or  owners,  of  any  house,  room, 
or  premises  whatever,  shall  occupy  the  same,  or  knowingly 
rent,  or  allow  the  same  to  be  rented,  to  any  person,  or  per- 
sons, for  purposes  of  prostitution ;  nor  for  any  ball,  dance, 
fandango,  or  other  assemblage,  for  the  purpose  of  assembling 
together  persons  of  ill-fame,  under  the  penalties  provided 
by  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Policemen  to 
report  to  the  City  Marshal,  the  existence  of  any  house,  room, 
or  other  place,  used  or  occupied  in  contravention  of  sections 
first  and  second  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Marshal  to  dis- 
patch, as  soon  as  possible,  a  suitable  force  to  the  house,  room, 
or  place  reported  against  by  any  Policeman,  and  arrest  any 
and  all  of  its  inmates ;  and  at  and  after  said  arrest,  the  ]\Iar- 
shal  shall  endeavor  to  discover  the  owner,  or  owners,  of 
said  house,  room,  or  place,  and  if  guilty  of  a  violation  of 
section  second  of  this  ordinance,  to  have  him,  her,  or  them, 
arrested.  All  persons  so  arrested  shall  be  held  to  appear 
before  the  City  Recorder. 

Sec.  5.  If  any  one  or  more  persons  shall  make  a  com- 
plaint (giving  good  reasons  therefor)  to  the  City  Marshal, 
against  a  house,  room,  or  other  place,  so  occupied  as  described 
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in  section   first  aforesaid,  the  said  Marshal  shall  then  act 
as  prescribed  by  section  fourth  of  this  ordinance.
